On  the  whole  prices  paid  for  American  apples  at  the  Liverpool  .auction  Wed- 
nesday, April  13,  were  somewhat  higher  than  those  receive!  last  week',  according 
to  a  cable  from  Fred  A.  Motz,  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Service 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.    Hew  York  Baldwins,,  however,  sold  at  lower 
prices  than  last  week.     Demand  was  active  for  the  light  supplies  of  barreled 
apples.    The  condition  of  the  fruit  was  good  except  for  a  large  number  of  slacks 
'•among  the  New  York  offerings.    Boxed  apples  were  in  liberal  supply/ "''  Substantial 
quantities  of  Australian  apples  are  now  arriving.     Inquiry,  was  dull  for  boxed 
apples  and  a  large  part  of  the  offerings  were  withdrawn  for  next  week's  sale.  The 
general  condition  of  the  boxed  apples  was  good. 


At  London,  barreled  Albemarle  Pippins  and  Winesaps:  sold  at  slightly  higher 
prices  than  last  week  but  Yorks_ and  3en' Davis  were  . lower.    Barrels  were  in  active 
demand.     Supplies  were  light  and  those  afloat  for  London  were  also  light.  Inquiry 
was  dull  for  the  heavy  supplies  of  boxed  apples.    Both  IT ewt owns  and.' Winesaps  sold 
at  lower  prices  than  last  week.     The  condition  of  American  boxed  apples  was  good 
but  many  lots  of  Australian  apples  were  affected  ..with'  bitter  pit.    Boxed  apples 
afloat  for  London  are  heavy. 


London  price's' were' generally  lower  than  those  ruling  at  Liverpool.  This 
is  mostly  due  to  the  large  amount  of  new  stock  from  Australia  and  New  Zealand 
which  is  being  sold  at  London.
